Landerman, in Letters, Claims He is Innocent of Incendiarism 
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Man Refuses to Let Family Call j! TEXT OF THE LETTER 
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LEFT BY LANDERMAN 
Physician After He Takes Powder * 
ADDRESSED TO AGE 


WENT TO HOME OF HIS FATHER MONDAY AFT- 


ERNOON SAYING!;. HE WAS "GOING HOME

Fred Landerman, 37 years old, died by his own hand 


at.8:30 o'clock Tuesday morning at the home of his fath- 
er William Landerman, one mile south of Roscoe. 


He swallowed 20 five-grain tablets of "Medinal" a 


patent drug, at 3 o'clock Monday afternoon in the pres- 
ence of his wife and mother at the home of his father. 
He became unconscious soon after and never 
regained 


consciousness. 


In letters he left addressed to his wife and The Age, 


Mr. Landerman declared that ill health was the cause of 
his rash act. In them, too, he stoutly declared that he 
was innocent of having any connection with the recent 
incendiary fires in Roscoe. The letter addressed to The 
Age is printed in another column in full. 


At the coroner's inquest held at the Lnnder- 


mnn homo, south of Roseoo, Tuesd.'iy morning', at. 
10 o'clock ii, was iestil'ied by the \\-ifo, father and 
mother that although they knew that ]\lr. Lauder- 
man had swallowed tlie ''sleeping powders*' ihey 
did not call a physician as he had requested thai lu- 
be permitted to die. 


Coroner Lower said to newspaper men immediate- 


ly after the inquest that there was no doubt but that 
Landevman's death was suicide. 


WAS MENTALLY 
UNBALANCED? 


While the members of the family 
declared emphatically at the coro- 


ner's inquest Tuesday morning that Mr. Landerman showed 
absolutely 


no signs of being mentally unbalanced, it is a fact that he had been con- 
fined in a sanitarium several years ago for mental trouble. 
It is said Mr. 


Landerman was severely burned when a blow torch blew up and soon after 
he recovered from the effects of his injuries his mind gave way 
shock to his nervous system.

and so far had had no real military 
or political leader. 
Beyond seeking 


the overthrow of the. Madero govein- 
merit the rebels seem to have no in- 
terest in the political or other future 
of Mexico, expressing no choice for 
president and no plan for a new gov- 
ernment. 


There now appears no doubt that 


General Orozco. military general of 
Chihuahua, has deserted Madero and 
is taking the geneialcy of the revo- 
lution.
